Mithradates  IV  was  succeeded  by  his  nephew,  Mithradates  V,  who  seems  not  to  have  issued 
any  coinage.  On  his  death,  in  120  B.C.,  the  Pontic  throne  passed  to  his  eleven-year-old  son, 
Mithradates  VI,  who  was  destined  to  be  one  of  the  most  remarkable  and  long-reigned 
monarchs  of  the  Hellenistic  Age  (120-63  B.C.).  He  added  to  his  realm  by  conquering 
Bosporos  and  Kolchis,  to  the  north  and  east  of  the  Black  Sea,  and  also  adopted  an  aggressive 
policy  towards  his  neighbours  in  Asia  Minor.  This  inevitably  brought  him  into  conflict  with 
Rome  and  he  came  to  regard  himself  as  the  champion  of  the  Greeks  against  their  Roman 
masters.  Like  Hannibal,  a  hundred  years  before,  he  tried  valiantly  to  stem  the  relentless 
advance  of  Roman  power.  But,  after  three  wars,  he  was  eventually  defeated  by  Pompey  the 
Great  and  later  committed  suicide,  in  his  sixty-ninth  year.  Of  all  the  Hellenistic  monarchs  he, 
more  than  most,  earned  his  title  of  “Eupator,  the  Great”.  See  No.  B142.

Pennies  of  Stephen’s  Cross  Fleury  type,  BMC  VI,  are  rare  and  only  some  three  dozen  or  so 
specimens  are  known  from  less  than  a  dozen  mints,  all  in  the  eastern  half  of  the  country: 
Bedford.  Canterbury,  Castle  Rising,  Colchester,  Hastings,  Lewes,  London,  Norwich. 
Sudbury,  possibly  Great  Yarmouth1  and,  doubtfully.  Lincoln.  There  is  also  a  variant  of  the 
type.  Mack  206,  known  for  York  (or  Leicester?).2  Of  these  it  is  only  the  unique  Colchester 
penny  that  has  a  known  site  provenance,  at  Woodbridge.  Suffolk.3  The  discovery  of  a  further 
specimen  of  the  type,  also  found  in  Suffolk,  adds  an  interesting  dimension  to  our  knowledge 
of  this  coinage,  the  more  so  as  the  coin  appears  to  provide  a  new  mint  and  moneycr  for  the 
reign. 

This  new  coin  (Plate,  A)  is  a  cut  half  penny  and  it  has  an  obverse  inscription  k(. .  .)FNE:\ 
with  a  reverse  reading  ‘+DV(N? . .  ,):EIE\  The  weight  of  this  half  penny  is  8.7  grains,  and  it  may 
have  been  scored  across  and  then  broken.  In  communicating  news  of  its  acquisition,  one  of  us 
(G.A.)  had  written  to  the  other  Tt  was  found  about  ten  miles  from  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Do  you 
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think  that  there  could  possibly  have  been  a  mint  at  Eye?'  It  was  just  this  possibility,  that  the 
borough  of  Eye  might  have  been  a  mint  during  the  reign  of  Stephen,  that  had  been  suggested 
tentatively  by  P.J.S.  when  re-assessing  the  defaced  coins  of  the  East  Anglian  mints.4  Further 
enquiries  have  elicited  the  information  that  the  coin  was  found  some  ten  miles  west  of  Bury 
St.  Edmunds  and,  though  no  exact  location  has  been  given,  it  may  be  relevant  that  in  recent 
years  there  have  been  major  road  works  under  construction  by-passing  Kentford  some  ten 
miles  west  of  Bury  on  the  A45. 

We  have  considered  whether  the  mint  signature  might  be  a  blundered  inscription,  but  the 
letters  are  well-formed  and  both  obverse  and  reverse  seem  to  have  been  struck  from  regular 
dies,  the  obverse  inscription  stiefne  followed  by  three  pellets  being  quite  normal  for  the  type. 
It  is  unlikely  that  'EIE'  would  have  been  engraved  in  error  for  ‘edm'  (Bury  St.  Edmunds)  and. 
as  the  borough  of  Eye  appears  as  Eia  in  the  Domesday  survey  and  as  Eia,  Eva  and  Heia  in 
charters  of  Stephen  and  Duke  Henry,5  the  form  'Eie'  would  seem  to  be  quite  acceptable  on  a 
coin.  At  the  time  of  the  Domesday  survey  Eye  had  twenty-five  burgesses  and  the  firma  burgi 
was  assessed  at  £27. 9s.  It  was  the  principal  seat  of  the  'Honor  of  Eye'  which  consisted  of  22 1 
manors  in  Suffolk  as  well  as  a  number  in  other  counties.  These  had  been  granted  by  William  I 
to  Robert  Malet  who  had  taken  a  prominent  part  in  the  suppression  of  the  revolt  of  Ralph  de 
Gael,  the  Earl  of-Norfolk,  in  1075.  However,  after  Robert  Malet  had  given  his  support  to 
Robert  of  Normandy  on  the  accession  of  Henry  I  he  had  been  banished  from  England  and  his 
estates  were  confiscated.  Henry  granted  to  his  favourite  nephew  Stephen  vast  estates  which 
had  previously  been  held  by  rebellious  barons.  These  included  not  only  the  English  and 
Norman  lands  and  title  of  Count  William  of  Mortain  but  also  Roger  of  Poitou's  honor  of 
Lancaster  and.  about  1113,  Robert  Malet's  honor  of  Eye.  Eye  and  its  dependent  manors  were 
passed  on  by  Stephen  to  his  surviving  son.  Count  William  of  Boulogne,  though  they  were  to 
be  escheated  to  the  crown  on  William's  death  in  1 159. 

Two  other  Domesday  locations,  'Eie'  in  Buckinghamshire,  a  manor  consisting  of  the 
villages  of  Kingsey  and  Towersey  (the  latter  now  in  Oxon)  near  Thame,  and  'Eia',  Rye  in 
Hertfordshire,  can  be  discounted  as  possible  mints  as  neither  were  ever  of  burghal  status  nor 
were  they  royal  manors. 

The  moneyer  of  the  new  coin  must  remain  uncertain  until  another  specimen  comes  to  light 
because,  although  the  first  two  letters  of  the  name  are  quite  legible,  the  third  letter  is  only 
partly  visible,  having  an  upright  with  a  serif  at  the  base.  Of  the  twelve  possible  letters  an  N 
seems  the  most  likely  as  there  appears  to  be  the  vestige  of  a  diagonal  stroke  to  the  right  of  the 
upright,  giving  a  name  ‘Dun  . . .  The  only  Norman  moneyer  from  an  East  Anglian  mint 
with  the  prototheme  'Dun'  is  the  doubtfully  recorded  'Dunic'  listed  by  F.  C.  Spicer  for 
William  II  type  II  at  Thetford,6  but  this  may  well  have  been  a  mis  reading  of 'Godinc'. 

There  are  other  coins  of  Stephen  with  the  mint  signature  'El'  which  may  be  from  the  same 
mint  as  the  Cross  Fleury  'eie'  coin.  Reference  has  been  made  above  to  the  'Defaced'  coinage 
which  has  been  dated  to  the  period  of  the  1 148  Interdict.4  The  defaced  coin  concerned  is  a 
late  Cross  Moline  penny  from  the  Prestwich  hoard  with  the  king’s  name  rendered  STIEFNE 
without  title  and  with  the  defacing  cross  extending  from  edge  to  edge  of  the  obverse  (Plate, 
B).7  This  type  of  defacement  is  only  known  from  mints  in  the  diocese  of  Norwich,  which 
covered  the  counties  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk.  The  reverse  inscription  is  ‘  +  GlLEBERT:ON :ET. 
Whilst  Gilebert  is  known  as  a  Bury  St.  Edmunds  moneyer  whose  Cross  Moline  coins  either 
have  the  mint  signature  ‘Sa'  (BMC  7  and  8)  or  'edm'  (BMC  4,  5  and  6),  it  would  seem 
unlikely  that  El  would  have  been  used  as  a  contraction  for  EDM  as  there  is  plenty  of  space 
between  the  V  and  the  initial  cross  in  which  to  have  completed  a  letter  d  if  one  had  been 
intended.  Gilebert  is  also  known  at  Ipswich  in  the  same  county  for  the  Cross  and  Mullets 
type,  BMC  II,8  and  at  Sudbury  for  the  Double  Cross  Pommee  type,  BMC  VII.9 

More  recently,  another  defaced  penny  of  the  moneyer  Gilebert  has  come  to  light.  We  are 
indebted  to  Mr.  J.  C.  Sadler  of  Ipswich,  who  has  kindly  allowed  us  to  examine  the  coin  from 
his  collection  (Plate,  C)  which  was  found  in  1980  in  two  halves,  discovered  some  five  feet 
apart,  at  Gosbeck  in  Suffolk.10  Gosbeck  is  five  miles  north  of  Ipswich  and  twelve  miles  south 
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of  Eye.  Both  obverse  and  reverse  dies  appear  to  be  of  local  manufacture,  with  the  lettering  on 
the  obverse  being  engraved  rather  than  punched  into  the  die.  The  obverse  reads  +(. .  ,)IEF(. . .) 

and  the  reverse  (.  )ILL< . 0)N(E?.),  there  being  no  colon  stop  between  the  N  of  on  and  the  first 

letter  of  the  mint  name  of  which  only  the  upright  is  clear.  Unfortunately  the  second  letter  of 
the  name  is  not  legible  due  to  ‘ghosting'  from  the  defacing  cross  on  the  obverse,  so  it  cannot 
be  certain  whether  the  mint  signature  is  ‘Ef  or  ‘ED,  but  as  the  only  other  defaced  coin  of  the 
moneyer  Gilebert  reads  ‘El*  it  would  seem  likely  that  this  is  also  a  coin  of  the  Ei  mint.  The 
weight  of  Mr.  Sadler's  penny  at  15.2  grains  is  low\  but  it  is  only  marginally  lower  than  some 
of  the  Norwich  and  Thetford  defaced  coins. 

There  are  two  earlier  pennies  with  an  ‘El'  mint  signature,  both  from  the  same  pair  of  dies, 
and  both  unfortunately  defective  in  the  moneyer's  name.  These  are  Cross  Moline  variants. 
Mack  193a  and  b ,  both  from  the  Nottingham  hoard,  and  they  have  eight  annulets  arranged 
around  the  cross  moline,  with  an  annulet  replacing  the  central  spike  of  the  fleur  de  lys  in  each 
angle  of  the  cross  (Plate.  D).11  This  type  is  closely  related  to  somewhat  similar  variants  of  the 
'DVNT(DVNl.e)  mint  which  also  have  annulets  in  the  angles  of  the  reverse  cross.  The  'Duni' 
coins  have  been  attributed  to  the  north-east  area  by  G.  C.  Brooke  and  by  Commander  Mack, 
but  whereas  Mack  lists  the  ‘Ef  pennies  as  ‘Possibly  York  Mint',12  Brooke  rather  more 
cautiously  declares  ‘the  mint  reads  El,  which  is  quite  uncertain'.13  The  contraction  ‘ei‘  would 
certainly  be  most  unusual  for  Everwic.  The  ‘North  east  Group'  are  a  most  interesting  series  of 
coins  which  warrant  a  more  detailed  study  than  can  be  given  in  this  short  notice,  but  the 
discovery  of  the  Cross  Fleury  ‘eie  coin  may  well  have  a  bearing  upon  their  eventual  elucida¬ 
tion.

BOSTON  MUSEUM  OF  FINE  ARTS 
REPORTS  RECENT  COIN  ACQUISITIONS 

DAVID  G.  BRIGGS 

The  acquisition  of  54  Greek  and  Roman  coins  by  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  was 
reported  in  the  Museum's  annual  report  for  the  1982-83  museum  year  published  in 
February.  The  coins  included  three  gold,  four  silver,  and  47  bronze,  28  of  them  received  as 
gifts  and  26  acquired  by  purchase.  The  Department  of  Classical  Art  was  the  only  section  of 
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the  Museum  reporting  numismatic  additions.  Highlights  of  the  acquisitions  included: 

Two  Roman  medallions,  one  in  gold  of  the  Emperor  Constans  and  the  other  a  joint  issue  in 
bronze  of  the  Emperor  Elagabalus  with  Severus  Alexander  as  Caesar. 

A  gold  100  litrai  of  Syracuse  signed  by  Euainetos,  struck  about  385  B.C. 

A  gold  aureus  of  Elagabalus  of  2 1 9  A.D.,  believed  to  be  from  the  Rome  mint. 

Two  silver  coins  of  Lycia,  one  a  stater  from  491-475  B.C.,  the  other  a  drachm  of  dynast 
Kharai  of  about  430  B.C. 

A  Greek  Imperial  bronze  struck  at  Daldis  in  Lydia  under  the  Emperor  Gordianus  III 
(238-244  A.D.)  measuring  49  mm.  in  diameter. 

The  report  illustrated  and  gave  detailed  descriptions  of  the  two  medallions  and  the  large 
Daldis  bronze  coin.  The  Constans  gold  medallion,  27  mm.  in  diameter,  shows  on  the  obverse 
the  diademed,  draped  and  cuirassed  bust  of  the  emperor  facing  right,  with  the  legend  above: 
FL  IVL  CONSTANS  PF  AVG.  On  the  reverse,  the  emperor  is  standing  facing,  his  head 
turned  left,  holding  a  spear  to  the  right  and  a  labarum  or  standard  bearing  the  Chi-Rho 
symbol  to  the  left.  A  bound  captive  is  seated  at  his  feet  to  right.  The  legend  around  is: 
VIRTVS  CONSTANTIS  AVG,  with  *SMAQ  in  the  exergue  showing  that  it  was  struck  at 
Aquileia  in  northern  Italy.  The  medallion  is  scarred  by  a  cut  across  the  EnYperor’s  eye  and 
nose.  ‘Although  damaged  by  chance  or  mutilated  by  an  enemy  of  the  emperor’,  the  report 
said,  ‘this  gold  medallion,  1|  solidi  in  denomination,  speaks  of  imperial  power  and  virtue.  The 
diademed  bust  in  the  linear,  Late  Antique  style  brought  from  Asia  Minor,  is  matched  on  the 
reverse  by  a  scene  of  the  militant  emperor  holding  the  emblem  of  Christianity,  the  sign  by 
which  Constantine  the  Great  had  conquered,  while  a  barbarian  from  beyond  the  northern 
frontiers  is  tied  up  at  his  feet.’  This  gold  medallion  was  a  gift  to  the  Museum  from  Dennis  R. 
Kapp. 

The  bronze  medallion  of  Emperor  Elagabalus  with  Severus  Alexander  as  Caesar  was 
struck  in  222  A.D.  at  Thyateira,  a  town  in  Lydia.  It  was  acquired  by  purchase.  Number  305 
in  the  Sternberg  Auktion  XI  of  1981.  The  obverse  shows  busts  of  Elagabalus,  left,  and 
Severus  Alexander,  right,  facing  each  other.  The  legend  around  reads:  AVT  K  M  A  VP 
ANTQNGINOC  K  M  AVP  AACSANAPOC  (continuing  below  the  busts)  KAICAP.  The 
reverse  shows  a  remarkable  frontal  view  of  a  quadriga  bearing  Apollo  as  sun  god.  The  legend 
above  reads:  Gill  CTP  AVP  KCNTAVPOV  AIO,  and  ends  in  two  lines  in  the  exergue: 
0VATGIPH  /  NQN.  Commenting  on  the  unusual  nature  of  this  medallion,  the  report  said: 
‘Busts  of  Elagabalus  as  emperor  and  Severus  Alexander  as  child-Caesar  face  each  other  in 
the  few  months  from  221  to  222,  when  the  former  was  forced  to  tolerate  the  latter  as  a  junior 
ruler.  Elagabalus  and  his  mother,  Julia  Soemias,  were  murdered  and  Severus  Alexander 
became  Augustus,  with  his  mother  Julia  Mamaea  as  the  power  behind  the  throne.  To  com¬ 
memorate  the  event  Thyateira,  a  major  Lydian  numismatic  center,  produced  a  medallic 
design  combining  traditional  and  local  elements  in  an  unusual  way. 

‘The  portraitist  of  the  obverse  had  a  good  idea  of  how  the  laureate,  cuirassed  bust  of 
Elagabalus  should  appear,  but  he  had  little  notion  of  how  to  represent  the  new  heir-apparent, 
except  as  a  lad  with  the  same  nose  and  heavy  lips  as  the  emperor  and  with  lots  of  curly  hair. 
The  results  are  a  quaint  confrontation:  a  mixture  of  the  would-be  suave  and  the  rustic. 

‘The  reverse  anticipates  the  Late  Antique  art  of  the  East.  Helios-Apollo  Tyrimnaios  with 
the  radiate  crown  of  the  sun  god,  a  double-axe  in  the  left  hand  and  a  laurel  branch  in  the 
lowered  right,  stands  frontally  in  a  quadriga.  The  pairs  of  horses  gallop  off  to  the  left  and 
right  in  full  profile,  and  the  wheels  of  the  chariot  are  shown  in  full  side  view,  as  if  the  composi¬ 
tion  back  to  the  chariot’s  body  and  below  had  been  split  down  the  middle.  This  splayed-out, 
frontal  view  of  a  four-horsed  chariot  rising  heavenward  appeared  on  mosaics  in  Syria  under 
Septimius  Severus  (193-211),  and  dated  coins  push  the  design  back  to  Asia  Minor  under 
Antoninus  Pius  (138-161).  Earlier  Roman  imperial  coins  indicate  that  the  sun  rising  in  the 
East  was  identified  iconographically  with  Alexander  the  Great,  who  had  conquered  all  the 
way  to  India.  Elagabalus  and  Severus  Alexander  both  claimed  descent  from  Alexander  the 
Great’s  Seleucid  successors  in  Syria,  and  the  young  Caesar  also  bore  the  divine  Mace¬ 
donian’s  name.’ 
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The  large  Greek  imperial  bronze  coin  of  Daldis  shows,  on  the  obverse,  the  bust  of  the 
Emperor  Gordianus  III  facing  right  with  the  legend  above:  AVT  K  M  ANT 
FOPAIANOC.  The  reverse  depicts  Perseus  beheading  Medusa  with  two  reclining  figures 
nearby,  Hvpnos  above,  and  a  horse  and  tetrastyle  temple  in  the  left  background.  ‘The  obscure 
town  of  Daldis  in  northern  Lydia,  northeast  of  Sardis,  had  a  penchant  for  striking  big  com 
memorative  coins  at  the  time  of  festivals  at  the  local  temple  of  Apollo’,  the  Museum  report 
said.  'One  such  coin  appeared  in  the  latter  years  of  Emperor  Gordianus  III  (238-244  A.D.), 
perhaps  at  the  time  of  his  progress  through  Asia  Minor  to  fight  the  Persians  in  the  East.  Both 
obverse  and  reverse  are  conceived  in  the  fiat  but  controlled  style  popular  for  these  showpieces 
from  Severan  times  onward  in  Western  Asia  Minor.  The  laureate,  draped  and  cuirassed  bust 
of  Gordian  on  the  obverse  is  more  symbolic  than  real,  since  it  shows  his  prominent  forehead 
and  longish  nose  in  a  continuous  straight  line.  Head  and  bust  look  as  if  they  had  been 
fashioned  w'ith  a  cookie-cutter,  following  a  model  passed  around  to  several  small  cities 
longing  to  produce  giant  bronze  coins  of  their  ow  n. 

‘On  the  reverse,  Perseus  sneaks  up  from  the  right  to  cut  off  the  head  of  Gorgo  or  Medusa, 
while  she  and  her  two  immortal  sisters,  Sthenno  and  Euryale,  sleep  in  a  rocky  landscape 
under  a  large  tree.  Winged  Hypnos  looks  down  from  behind.  A  horse,  tethered  at  the  left,  is 
looking  back,  and  the  four-columned  temple  of  Apollo  with  a  shield  in  the  pediment  faces  the 
viewer  at  the  left  rear.  Perseus  was  a  popular  hero  in  Asia  Minor,  and  the  decapitation  of 
Medusa  was  a  featured  theme.  The  complex,  landscape-filled,  diagonally  sited  composition, 
with  architecture  in  the  background  and  figures  on  several  scales,  gives  every  appearance  of 
having  been  adapted  to  the  huge  coin  flan  from  a  painting  or  possibly  a  complex  marble  relief. 
The  rarity  of  this  subject  on  the  reverse  of  a  coin  would  suggest  that  the  work  of  art  was  to  be 
found  at  Daldis’. 

Other  gifts  to  the  Museum  included  a  silver  cistophoros  of  Hadrian  from  an  unidentified 
Eastern  mint  (c.  134-138  A.D.)  from  Dennis  R.  Kapp;  a  silver  stater  of  Lycia  (490-475 
B.C.)  from  Jonathan  Kagan;  four  bronze  coins  of  the  kings  of  Macedonia  (4th  to  3rd 
centuries  B.C.)  from  Miss  Mary  B.  Comstock,  and  21  imperial  bronze  coins  struck  at  Rome 
given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cornelius  C.  Vermeule  II  in  the  name  of  Cornelius  Adrian  Comstock 
Vermeule. 

The  purchased  coins  were  preponderantly  bronzes  from  the  Greek  cities  of  Asia  Minor. 
Erom  the  pre-Roman  period,  these  included  coins  from  Eumeneia,  Peltae.  Temenothyrae,  and 
Aezanis  in  Phrygia;  Ancyra  in  Galatia;  Selge  and  Baris  in  Pisidia;  Uion  in  Troas;  Nicaea  in 
Bithynia;  and  Bosphorus  on  the  Black  Sea.  The  purchases  from  the  Roman  period  included 
bronzes  of  Tiberius  from  Thapsus  in  Byzacene  (now'  Tunisia);  of  the  Koinon  of  Galatia  in  the 
first  century  A.D.;  of  Antoninus  Pius  from  Alexandria,  Egypt;  of  Septimius  Severus  from 
Bizya  and  Perinthus  in  Thrace;  of  Caracalla  from  Sardis  in  Lydia;  of  Severus  Alexander 
from  the  Koinon  of  Macedonia;  of  Philip  I  from  Laodiceia  ad  Mare  in  Seleucis  and  Pieria; 
and  of  the  time  of  Valerian  and  Gallienus  from  Lesbos.  Other  purchases  were  a  Thracian 
bronze  of  Lysimachus  (328-281  B.C.),  and  an  antoninianus  of  Julia  Domna  (ca.  21 1-217 
A.D.)  from  the  Rome  mint. 

All  of  the  coin  purchases  were  financed  from  the  Museum’s  Theodora  Wilbour  Fund  in 
memory  of  Zoe  Wilbour.  In  many  cases,  the  report  identified  the  coins  by  their  lot  numbers  in 
American  and  European  auctions  or  dealers'  catalogues,  including  Waddell,  Bank  Leu. 
Sternberg.  Ariadne  Galleries,  and  Numismatic  Fine  Arts. 
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The  death  and  destruction  that  racked  the  International  Settlement  in  Shanghai  between 
August  and  November  1 937  had  its  origins  in  an  incident  far  to  the  north  in  1 93  1 .  In  Septem¬ 
ber  of  that  year  an  explosion  wrecked  the  train  carrying  Chang  Tso-lin,  Governor  of  the  three 
northern  Chinese  provinces,  near  Mukden,  the  capital  of  Manchuria.  The  Japanese,  who 
viewed  the  Chinese  Nationalist  party  with  some  disquiet,  seized  the  opportunity  to  occupy 
Mukden  and  soon  gained  control  of  the  area.  The  Sino-Japanese  War  had  begun.  It  was  to 
last  almost  fifteen  years. 

Little  repercussion  was  felt  in  distant  Shanghai.  However,  the  following  year  a  Japanese 
monk  was  killed  and  four  others  beaten  up  by  a  Chinese  ‘mob'  in  the  International  Settlement. 
Using  this  as  a  pretext  the  Japanese  Landing  Force  in  Hongkew — the  Japanese  section  of  the 
settlement— was  reinforced.  The  leader  of  the  Nationalists,  Chiang  Kai-shek,  having  little 
success  in  his  opposition  to  the  enemy  in  Manchuria,  decided  on  a  show  of  force  against  those 
in  Shanghai;  by  February  1932  reinforcements  had  swelled  the  Japanese  military  presence  to 
over  6000  men  who  were  in  action  at  Hangkew  and  in  the  surrounding  countryside.  The 
Shanghai  Municipal  Council  reacted  by  mobilising  its  Volunteer  Corps  of  2300  civilians  and 
police  but  this  was  soon  stood  down  as  regular  troops  arrived  from  Britain,  the  USA,  Italy 
and  France.  The  Chinese  eventually  withdrew  and  an  uneasy  calm  settled  over  the  area.  The 
Shanghai  Volunteer  Corps  was  upgraded  with  new  units  formed  from  the  White  Russians  and 
Jews,  as  well  as  the  acquisition  of  new  and  more  modern  arms. 

The  lack  of  success  of  the  Nationalist  forces  had,  by  1937,  placed  the  position  of  Chiang 
Kai-shek  in  jeopardy  and  he  essayed  once  again  against  the  Shanghai  Japanese.  He  occupied 
the  Chapei  Demilitarised  Zone  which  abutted  Hongkew,  erected  forts  at  Woosung  and  placed 
a  boom  of  junks  across  the  Whangpoa  River,  effectively  cutting  off  Shanghai  from  Nanking 
and  Central  China.  The  fuse  was  alight — on  9  August  1937  it  exploded.  A  Japanese  officer 
was  killed  by  a  Nationalist  sentry  outside  the  perimeter  of  the  settlement;  the  Japanese 
demanded  the  removal  of  all  Nationalist  troops  to  a  distance  of  30  miles  from  Shanghai;  the 
Chinese  refused  and  fighting  began  on  the  13th.  The  S.V.C.  was  again  called  to  arms,  consist- 
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ing  now  of  British.  American,  Russian.  Jewish,  Filipine  and  Portuguese  numbering  about 
2000.  In  the  French  concession,  their  nationals  and  Annamese  units  also  responded. 

The  influx  of  refugees  into  the  settlement  had  now  become  a  torrent  and  the  facilities  of  the 
Council  were  sorely  taxed.  The  Nationalists  had  recently  acquired  some  modern  aircraft  and 
ten  2000  pound  bombs.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  13th  the  drone  of  aircraft  was  heard  in  the 
skies  over  the  foreign  enclave;  Japanese  encampments  and  the  cruiser  Idzumo  were  the 
targets,  the  bomb  aimers  were  ill  trained;  they  missed.  Three  of  the  big  bombs  landed  in  the 
densly  overcrowded  International  Settlement;  The  first  landed  at  the  junction  of  Nanking 
Road  and  the  Bund  damaging  the  Cathay  and  Palace  Hotels  and  littering  the  streets  with 
hundreds  of  dead  and  wounded.  Two  others  scored  a  direct  hit  on  an  old  theatre  which  had 
been  converted  into  a  refugee  centre.  The  carnage  was  catastrophic;  in  all  1,740  people 
including  26  foreigners  were  killed  and  over  2,000  injured.  Two  days  later  HMS  Cumberland 
and  the  USS  Augusta  were  hit,  both  sustaining  casualties.  The  Country  Club  was  converted 
to  a  hospital  and  the  evacuation  of  the  families  of  foreign  nationals  began. 


The  Shanghai  Volunteers  and  Red  Cross  were  hard  pressed,  and  even  several  days  later 
'the  streets  were  filled  with  the  odour  of  humanity,  both  dead  and  living'.  The  fighting  between 
Chinese  and  Japanese  in  Hongkew  grew  in  intensity  and  soon  there  were  over  30.000 
Japanese  troops  involved.  The  number  of  refugees  rose  day^by  day  with  their  position  becom¬ 
ing  intolerable;  Father  Jaquinot,  a  French  priest,  set  up  a  refugee  camp  and  this  was 
negotiated  as  a  neutral  zone;  by  9  November  when  it  was  placed  under  the  control  of  the 
International  Red  Cross,  it  held  over  a  quarter  of  a  million  destitute  Chinese  with  tens  of 
thousands  in  satellite  camps  in  the  surrounding  countryside. 

At  this  stage  the  Japanese  troops  had  risen  to  200.000  and  the  Nationalist  forces  ‘stole 
away'.  Casualties  on  the  Japanese  side  were  at  least  20,000  with  the  Chinese  tar  exceeding 
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this  figure.  Japanese  control  was  extended  into  the  surrounds  and  on  15  November  they  took 
over  the  Jaquinot  Zone.  The  emergency  was  over  but  Shanghai  was  now  isolated  in  a  sea  of 
Japanese;  this  control  became  complete  with  Japan's  entry  into  World  War  II. 

The  Shanghai  Municipal  Council  Medal  of  1937  (The  Emergency  Medal) 

Those  who  served  the  Council  in  the  crisis  were  awarded  a  medal  which  was  gazetted  in 
December  1937  and  presented  in  July  1938. 

It  consists  of  an  eight-pointed  bronze  star,  40  mm  at  its  widest  and  suspended  by  a  bronze 
ring  attached  to  the  apex  of  a  ray. 

Obverse:  A  central  raised  area  bears  the  Council  Crest. 

Reverse:  The  legend  ‘FOR  /  SERVICES  /  RENDERED  /  AUGUST  12  /  TO  /  NOVEM¬

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TWO  NEW  BRITISH  MUSEUM  EXHIBITIONS 

PETER  CLAYTON 


Two  new  exhibitions  have  recently  opened  at  the  British  Museum,  both  located  in  the  Special 
Exhibitions  Gallery  (Room  49)  on  the  first  floor,  beyond  the  new  Roman  Britain  Gallery. 
Each  of  these  exhibitions  has  a  particular  interest  for  the  numismatist  although,  sadly,  in 
neither  are  there  any  coins  displayed.  One  is  “Masterpieces  of  Wedgwood  in  the  British 
Museum  ",  and  the  other  “Ancient  Olympics  at  the  British  Museum”. 

The  Wedgwood  exhibition  marks  ihe  225th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  firm.  Some 
eighty  pieces  are  displayed  from  the  BM’s  collection  of  over  a  thousand  pieces  (one  of  the 
largest  and  most  important  collections  of  Wedgwood  in  the  world).  Wedgwood  drew  much  of 
his  inspiration  from  classical  pottery  shapes  and  figural  representations.  His  famous  Etruria 
Ware  is  largely  based  on  the  fine  Greek  pottery  that  was  being  found  in  the  mid-eighteenth 
century  in  Etruscan  tombs  around  Rome  and  from  the  Greek  colonies  south  of  Naples. 
Knowledge  was  such  at  the  time  that  it  was  all  generically  lumped  together  as  “Etruscan” 
(many  people  today  still  do  not  realise  that  some  of  the  finest  extant  black  and  red  figure 
Attic  Greek  pots  come  from  the  Etruscan  tombs  of  Italy  -  there  was  a  thriving  export  trade 
from  the  homeland  in  antiquity).  Many  of  the  Wedgwood  shapes  will  be  immediately  recog¬ 
nisable  to  the  collector  of  Greek  pottery.  The  very  epitome  of  Wedgwood  is,  of  course,  his 
copies  of  the  famous  cameo  glass  Portland  Vase  in  fine  blue  jasper  ware;  a  copy  donated  to 
the  BM  in  1802  by  Josiah’s  oldest  son  John  is  in  the  exhibition.

Wedgwood  plaques  are  of  particular  interest  to  the  numismatist,  especially  the  series  of  the 
Twelve  Caesars,  very  popular  in  the  eighteenth  century  alongside  translations  of  Suetonius' 
account  of  them.  The  collector  of  Thomas  Spence  tokens  will  immediately  recognise  the 
caneware  medallion  with  a  kneeling  chained  Negro  slave  in  relief,  with  its  legend  “Am  I  not  a 
man  and  a  brother”,  here  all  within  a  basalt  frame.  The  exhibition  is  accompanied  by  a 
heavily  illustrated  book  entitled  Masterpieces  of  Wedgwood  in  the  British  Museum .  by  Ailecn 
Dawson,  price  £7.95  from  the  Museum  Bookshops. 
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The  second  exhibition  in  the  Special  Exhibitions  Galiery  is  entitled  “Ancient  Olympics  at 
the  British  Museum".  This  has  been  presented  to  coincide  with  the  Los  Angeles  Olympic 
Games  this  year.  The  centre  piece  of  the  exhibition  is  a  splendid  scale  model  of  ancient 
Olympia  with  its  sports  complex  and  array  of  lesser  temples,  shrines  and  monuments 
clustered  around  the  great  temple  of  Zeus  that  housed  one  of  the  Seven  Wonders  of  the 
Ancient  World,  the  huge  ivory  and  gold  statue  of  Zeus  by  Pheidias.  The  model  is  remarkably 
accurate  in  its  greater  details,  but  one  has  to  remember  and  recall  Pausanias’  description  of 
the,  literally,  thousands  of  statues  that  once  stood  around  the  site  and  which  cannot  be  shown 
on  the  model.  Around  this  large  centre  piece  is  displayed  a  wide  selection  of  pottery,  bronzes 
and  other  artefacts  that  illustrate  the  many  sporting  events  of  the  five-day  games.  Once  again, 
the  numismatist  will  recognise  the  scenes  from  many  a  well-known  coin  type,  but  will  miss 
seeing  the  actual  coins  alongside  the  objects.  The  splendid  chariot  types  of  Sicily  and 
especially  Syracuse  would  have  been  an  interesting  comparison  with  the  larger  representa¬ 
tions  on  the  painted  pottery;  or  the  winning  mule  cart  of  Rhegium;  the  reverse  type  of  fifth- 
century  Himera  representing  the  kalpe,  the  horseman  sliding  from  his  trotting  horse,  would 
have  been  interesting  if  paralleled  with  the  “set"  of  Etruscan  bronze  figures  doing  exactly 
that.  Not  least  Zeus  himself  and  his  wife  Hera  appear  on  the  coins  of  Elis,  under  whose 
guardianship  Olympia  lay.  So,  whilst  the  coins  are  not  there  the  idea  of  them  is,  and  the 
exhibition  adds  a  lot  to  our  understanding  of  the  famous  event  and  its  climatic  procession  to 
the  great  temple  of  Zeus. 

Judith  Swaddling's  excellent  account,  The  Ancient  Olympic  Games  (£3.95)  features  many 
coins,  and  gives  a  readable  background  to  the  games  and  the  exhibition  content.  For  a  fuller 
description  of  the  games  we  also  refer  readers  to  the  article  that  appeared  in  the  August  1980 
issue  of  the  Bulletin . 

Both  exhibitions  will  remain  open  until  the  2nd  September  1984.

BRITISH  ART  MEDAL  SOCIETY 

The  British  Art  Medal  Society  (BAMS)  held  its  second  Annual  General  Meeting  in  the  rooms 
of  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts,  London  WC2,  on  Tuesday  22nd  May.  A  large  number  of 
members  were  present,  and  enjoyed  the  hospitality  of  a  glass  of  wine  as  the  formal  business 
proceeded.  Particularly  gratifying  amongst  the  reports  from  various  of  the  officers  were  the 
facts  that  the  Society’s  finances  were  in  a  healthy  position,  and  that  the  membership  had  risen 
by  over  a  third  since  the  previous  AGM.  This  latter  should  however,  give  no  cause  for  com¬ 
placency;  in  order  to  continue  from  this  splendid  start  made  by  BAMS  new  members  are 
most  necessary. 

Mention  was  made  of  the  huge  success  of  the  exhibition  sponsored  by  BAMS  “Modern 
Hungarian  Medals”  (see  Bulletin  for  April,  pages  99-100).  This  was  now  on  tour  at  various 
centres  throughout  the  country  until  mid-August. 
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Among  the  exhibitions,  publicity  and  future  activities  discussed,  was  an  exhibition  of 
Finnish  Medals  (in  conjunction  with  the  Finnish  Medal  Guild)  for  1986,  where  the  interesting 
comparison  would  be  able  to  be  made  between  Finnish  and  Hungarian  Medals  -  the  former 
being  to  a  greater  degree  commercially  sponsored  as  against  the  State  interest  in  the 
Hungarian  Medals.  A  touring  exhibition  of  BAMS  medals  was  also  mooted,  and  the 
possibility  of  a  permanent  display  of  the  Society's  Medals  at  Goldsmiths’  Hall.  The  Public 
Lecture  Programme  has  been  very  successful  and  in  October  there  would  be  a  “double  bill” 
at  Christie’s  comprising  Mark  Jones  speaking  on  the  Wyon  Family,  and  Graham  Pollard  on 
“The  Medallist  and  His  Patron  in  England”.  Ron  Dutton  is  hoping  to  be  able  to  arrange  a 
studio  visit  in  November  at  Wolverhampton,  and  also  it  may  be  possible  to  see  medal  casting 
taking  place  in  the  Casting  Unit  of  Wolverhampton  Polytechnic. 

Scheduled  for  Spring  1985,  the  weekend  of  17- 19th  May,  is  a  residential  weekend  for 
medalists  which  will  be  both  a  social  and  academic  occasion.  It  will  be  held  in  a  Lutyens 
House  in  Hampshire  and,  at  the  moment,  the  price  structure  will  be  £60  inc.  VAT,  to  cover 
full  board  and  accommodation  from  Friday  night  to  Sunday  lunch.  Full  details  of  all  these 
functions  and  events  will  be  circulated  at  the  appropriate  time  to  members. 

The  election  of  officers  for  1984/5  took  place,  and  they  are:  Chairman.  Graham  Pollard; 
Vice-Chairman,  Terence  Mullaly;  Secretaries,  Ron  Dutton  and  Mark  Jones;  Treasurer,  John 
Cooke;  and  Honorary  Solicitor,  Peter  Bagwell  Purefoy.  The  four  members  of  the  council 
comprise  the  re-elected  Jaqueline  Stieger,  and  Thomas  Stainton,  and  to  fill  the  vacancies  on 
the  council  for  1984/5  David  Burt  and  Peter  Clayton  were  elected.

Bostra  was  the  capital  of  the  Roman  province  of  Arabia  and  issued  its  own  city  coinage  from  Antoninus 
Pius  to  Trajan  Decius  (some  1 14  years),  and  also  for  about  fifteen  years,  as  a  Roman  mint,  special  coins 
for  the  Third  Legion  Cyrenaica.  The  coins  of  Bostra  are  therefore  Greek  Imperial  coins,  i.e.  one  of  the 
local  coinages  of  the  Roman  empire.  Like  so  many  such  coinages  they  have  a  particular  and  special 
interest  of  their  own  despite,  in  this  instance,  the  few  coin  types  that  are  known  -  only  fifty-seven.  Dr. 
Arie  Kindler,  the  Director  of  the  Kadman  Numismatic  Museum  in  Tel-Aviv,  has  re-examined  and 
catalogued  all  the  coins  and  their  variants  and  has  added  four  previously  unknown  coin  types  to  the 
corpus.  The  previous  study  of  this  coinage  was  published  as  long  ago  as  1914  by  C.  R.  Morey,  since 
when  much  new  material,  both  numismatic  and  archaeological,  has  come  to  light  relating  to  the 
province  and  to  Bostra  itself.  A  new  study  of  this  coinage  is  to  be  welcomed  and  the  record  is  put 
straight  by  the  correct  assessment  and  attribution  of  eight  coin  types  which  can  no  longer  be  included  in 
the  Bostra  corpus,  as  earlier  scholars  had  done. 

Dr.  Kindler  rightly  appreciates  the  fact  that  coinage  must  be  viewed  and  studied  in  its  context.  The 
early  sections  of  the  book  investigate  the  written  sources,  the  geography  and  history,  and  present  an 
archaeological  survey  of  Bostra  and  commentary  on  the  province,  together  with  a  list  of  its  governors. 
The  numismatic  material  opens  with  a  survey  of  numismatic  research  to  date;  the  minting  authority  and 
the  right  of  coinage;  the  monetary  systems,  countermarks,  legends,  and  an  analysis  of  the  seven  basic 
types  found,  etc.  There  are  three  detailed  studies,  two  on  special  subjects  characteristic  of  the  coinage  of 
Bostra:  the  Nabataean  god  Dusares  and  the  local  pantheon,  and  on  the  Third  Legion  Cyrenaica;  the 
third  ‘Excursus’  deals  with  Bostra  as  a  Roman  provincial  mint,  working  c.  106-172,  and  producing  22 
coin  types.  The  coin  catalogue  details  the  57  coin-types  known  with  full  numismatic  details  and  descrip¬ 
tions  of  the  types,  plus  appropriate  bibliographical  references  and  also  public  and  private  collections 
where  examples  of  the  pieces  may  be  found.  Each  piece  is  illustrated  in  the  plates,  together  with  other 
coins  of  relevance  or  interest  and  selected  archaeological  material. 

The  book  is  a  very  readable  and  interesting  account  of  Bostra  made  more  so  by  the  extensive  use  of 
ancillary  material  and  references,  especially  to  the  epigraphic  evidence  that  has  been  excavated  or 
published  in  recent  years.  The  Excursus  on  the  Third  Legion  Cyrenaica  is  particularly  interesting 
because  of  its  special  association  with  Bostra  after  its  transfer  from  Egypt.  The  reviewer,  however, 
cannot  agree  with  Dr.  Kindler  in  seeing  an  oblique  reference  to  the  legion  on  almost  every  coin  that 
represents  its  patron  god,  Zeus-Ammon  (the  deity  of  Cyrenaica  and  of  Siwa  Oasis  in  particular),  or  his 
animal  the  ram.  It  really  is  a  case  of  “special  pleading”  that  is  unsubstantiated  to  feature  an  Alexandrian 
drachm  of  Hadrian  with  reverse  Sarapis  Pantheistic  (pi.  V,  16).  Even  more  so  are  the  Alexandrian 
drachms  of  Antoninus  Pius  with  the  bust  of  Zeus-Ammon  shown  above  a  ram  walking  right  (pi.  V,  17, 
17a).  These  coins  are  all  part  of  an  extensive  zodiacal  series  issued  by  Pius  and  cannot  be  extracted 
from  that  context  to  hang  on  LEG  1 1 1  CYR.  There  is  a  tendency  for  unnecessary  repetition  of  state¬ 
ments  throughout  but  the  book  is  a  welcome  addition  and  reassessment  of  a  particularly  intriguing 
corner  of  the  Roman  empire  and  its  coinage.  Peter  A.  Clayton 

Roman  Coins  from  Lincoln,  1970-1979.  By  J.  E.  Mann  and  Richard  Reece.  London,  Council  for 
British  Archaeology  for  the  Lincoln  Archaeological  Trust.

The  project  of  producing  specialist  reports  at  frequent  intervals  as  fascicles  in  advance  of  the  main 
publication  by  the  CBA  for  various  Archaeological  Trusts  continues  apace.  This  fascicle  comprises  the 
report  on  the  Roman  coins  (1,264  of  them)  recovered  from  sixteen  sites  excavated  within  the  city  of 
Lincoln  in  1970-79.  The  coins  are  listed  in  the  context  of  their  excavation,  a  brief  description  of  it  prece¬ 
ding  the  detailed  numismatic  listing.  A  chronological  listing  of  the  coins  follows  this  and  shows  their 
extent  from  Mark  Antony  (t30  B.C.)  down  to  Flavius  Victor  (A.D.  387-8).  J.  E.  Mann  prepared  the 
lists  and  the  identifications  and  Richard  Reece  confirmed  the  latter  and  provides  the  Introduction,  the 
analysis  and  the  discussion.  Alongside  the  excavation  coins  a  summary  list  of  coins  in  the  Lincoln 
Museum  collection  is  tabulated  for  comparison. 

As  we  have  become  accustomed  to,  from  the  pen  of  Dr.  Reece,  there  is  a  detailed  statistical  analysis 
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in  tabular  form,  ably  supported  by  an  in  depth  discussion.  Dr.  Reece’s  individual  approach  to  coin  find 
evaluation  in  relation  to  the  towns  (i.e.  small  settlements,  civitas  capitals  and  coloniae)  of  Roman  Britain 
in  recent  years  has  put  a  whole  new  complexion  on  the  interpretation  of  the  numismatic  evidence.  His 
conclusions  indicate  that  "in  terms  of  coin  use  Lincoln  and  the  other  coloniae  such  as  Gloucester  and 
Colchester  are  virtually  indistinct  from  the  civitates  such  as  Exeter  and  Wroxeter.”  Interestingly, 
Lincoln  took  longer  to  become  established  but  it  seems  to  have  survived  somewhat  better  than  many  of 
the  other  sites  into  the  late  fourth  century.  P.A.C.

To  collectors  of  British  seventeenth  century  tokens  the  name  of  the  Norweb  Collection  has  been  a  magic 
one  for  many  years.  Similarly,  there  has  been  that  persistent  rumour  that  "Robert  Thompson  is  working 
on  it”  -  now  we  know  it  to  be  true  for  it  is  in  print.  It  is  particularly  gratifying  that  the  British  Academy 
Sylloge  Committee  has  recognised  the  importance  and  interest  of  the  collection  and  added  its  publica 
tion  to  the  ranks  of  the  Sylloge  series.  Not  least  is  the  author.  Robert  Thompson,  a  well  known  authority 
and  student  in  the  token  field  who  has  brought  his  numismatic  expertise,  coupled  with  his  training  as  a 
chartered  librarian  in  a  very  specific  discipline,  to  bear  on  this  splendid  collection.  In  all  there  will  be  five 
volumes,  culminating  in  part  five  with  indexes  and  a  concordance  to  Williamson.  The  further  volumes 
will  be  larger  in  content  than  the  present  one. 

Together  The  Honorable  R.  Henry  Norweb  and  Mrs  Emery  May  Holden  Noru'eb  formed  the  largest 
collection  of  seventeenth  century  tokens  that  has  ever  been  gathered,  about  13,000  pieces.  The  collec¬ 
tion  grew  over  the  years  as  a  joint  enterprise;  some  3,000  tokens  were  acquired  from  A.  H.  F.  Baldwin 
(familiarly  known  w'ith  affection  by  so  many  numismatists  as  "Uncle  Fred”),  and  there  were  about  800 
examples  from  the  famed  Virgil  Brand  collection.  In  the  early  1960s  the  biggest  acquisition  was  the 
collection  of  Ralph  Augustus  Nott,  a  massive  8.000  odd  pieces.  These  few  citations  are  but  the  tip  of  the 
iceberg  of  provenances  for  many  of  the  pieces  that  have  pedigrees  going  back  to  token  collections  such 
as  that  of  Lt.-Col.  Barzillai  Lowsley  (Williamson’s  sub  editor  for  Berkshire),  H.  W.  Taffs,  William 
Longman,  etc.  There  is  a  memoir  on  Ralph  Nott  included  in  the  background  introduction  to  the  Norweb 
Collection.  Nott  died  in  May  1960  and  Henry  Norweb  in  October  1983. 

Thompson  points  out  that  "the  purpose  of  the  publication  has  been  seen  as  putting  the  tokens  in  the 
Norweb  Collection  at  the  service  of  those  who  would  make  local  studies,  and  not  as  publishing  original 
documentary  research,  something  which,  on  a  national  basis,  was  hardly  possible.”  Admittedly  this  is 
true  in  so  vast  an  undertaking,  but  one  misses  the  odd  snippets  of  local  commentary  found  in 
Williamson.  This,  however,  has  to  be  forsaken  as  noted  and  not  least  by  virtue  of  the  Sylloge  presenta 
tion  style.  The  arrangement  is  alphabetical  under  the  historical  English  counties  (the  disastrous  local 
government  reorganisation  of  1965  and  1974  being  ignored).  Under  county,  the  order  is  again  A-Z  by 
place  then  name  of  issuer.  An  economy  of  presentation  has  been  achieved  by  the  use  of  a  detailed 
classification  of  types  (listed  on  pp.  xxii-xxxiii).  essentially  that  proposed  by  Neubecker  in  his  heraldic 
encyclopaedia.  This  economy  of  description  presentation  has  meant  that  in  most  instances  the  token  is 
featured  on  the  plate  facing  its  numerical  tabulation.  Seventeenth  century  tokens  are.  in  the  main, 
notoriously  difficult  to  illustrate  by  photography.  All  the  tokens  here  were  photographed  at  1{  times 
actual  size  and  subsequently  reduced  to  actual  size  in  the  printing.  This  has  held  the  definition  and  the 
printers,  Eyre  and  Spottiswoode  (who,  like  the  publishers,  have  a  history  almost  as  old  as  the  tokens 
themselves)  have  used  a  fine  screen  printing  and  achieved  an  excellent  overall  result  with  good  definition 
from  the  photographs  of  John  Spink  of  Capricorn  Studios.  Brighton,  and  Steve  Wakeham.  London. 

The  basic  statistics  of  the  volume  for  the  tokens  listed  for  the  counties  concerned  are:  Bedfordshire  59 
(107);  Berkshire  224  (189);  Buckinghamshire  87  (179);  Cambridgeshire  138  (214);  Cheshire  25  (78); 
Cornwall  54  (107);  Cumberland  2  (5);  Derbyshire  32  (24),  and  Devon  219  (368).  The  numbers  given 
here  in  brackets  are  those  allocated  to  the  counties  by  Williamson,  the  large  differences  in  many 
instances  being  explained  by  the  relocation  of  many  to  other  areas  by  Thompson.  An  additional 
eighteen  pieces  are  listed  in  the  Addenda,  and  references  made  to  them  from  the  appropriate  location  in 
the  main  listing.  Whilst  the  Norweb  Collection  will  not  supercede  Williamson  by  bulk  it  does  correct 
many  of  the  misattributions  previously  made,  add  new  specimens  and  types  and,  of  especial  numismatic 
value,  the  detailed  information  of  weights  and  die  axis.  One  problem  that  will  remain  unanswered  until 
part  four  is  published  is  references  such  as  see  Forgeries.  Other  references  of  relocation  obviously  often 
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move  beyond  the  present  volume,  hence  all  numismatists  concerned  in  this  field  of  study  would  urge  the 
fastest  possible  completion  of  publication  so  that  the  five  parts  of  the  Norweb  Collection  may  properly 
take  their  place  as  a  major  source  for  the  seventeenth  century  token  series. 

In  conclusion,  as  this  review  goes  to  press,  it  is  with  regret  that  we  record  the  death  of  Mrs  Norweb 
on  27  March,  1984.  The  publication  of  the  Norweb  Collection  in  such  an  exemplary  fashion  by  Robert 
Thompson  will  stand  as  a  proper  memorial  to  the  numismatic  endeavours  of  her  and  her  husband  in  the 
study  of  the  tokens  of  seventeenth-century  England.  Peter  A .  Clayton

Lorry-load  of  silver  soil  adds  to  coins  hoard:  A  hoard  of  more  than  1000  silver  pennies  minted  in  the 
13th  century  which  were  unearthed  by  workmen  on  a  building  site  in  central  Aberdeen  has  had  a  further 
1500  similar  coins  added  to  it  from  the  painstaking  sifting  of  a  lorry-load  of  soil  from  the  same  site.  The 
hoard  and  its  “bonus”  came  from  works  in  St  Nicholas  Street,  near  Marks  and  Spencer’s  store,  and  the 
entire  batch  is  being  cleaned  and  classified  by  the  archaeology  section  of  Aberdeen  .City  District’s  art 
gallery  and  museums  department,  who  describe  the  find  as  of  “great  significance”.  A  spokesman  said 
the  coins  would  be  sEnt  to  the  National  Museum  of  Antiquities  of  Scotland,  Edinburgh,  for  conservation 
and  then  to  the  Ashmolean  Museum  for  valuation  by  their  experts. 

The  hoard  is  likely  to  be  declared  treasure  trove  and  claimed  by  the  Crown,  but  the  Aberdeen  depart¬ 
ment  are  confident  the  coins  will  eventually  be  returned  to  the  city  where  they  may  go  on  display. 

The  1000  coins  were  found  by  six  workmen  in  March  this  year  -  but  4000  similar  coins  were  also 
found  on  the  same  site  last  November.  The  Aberdeen  spokesman  said  yesterday  the  “bonus”  coins  had 
been  retrieved  by  sifting  the  soil  which  they  had  removed  from  the  site.  The  coins  were  all  of  the  13th 
and  14th  century  -  silver  pennies.  But  she  said  that  forgeries  were  made  even  then,  and  some  of  the 
latest  batch  appeared  to  have  been  forged,  using  base  metal  as  an  alloy  with  silver.

TWO  WHO  HID  TREASURE  TROVE  LOSE  OUT 

Two  men  who  concealed  treasure  trove  worth  over  £20,000  from  the  Crown  have  ended  up 
the  losers.  Prompt  declaration  of  their  finds  would  have  netted  them  the  full  value  of  the  anti¬ 
quities — but  one  has  been  awarded  just  a  tenth  of  its  yalue  and  another  will  receive  nothing. 

The  Canterbury  hoard — a  collection  of  4th  Century  Roman  silver — was  found  by  Mr 
Graham  Dixon,  of  Wincheap.  Kent,  as  he  worked  on  the  Canterbury  bypass  in  1962.  At  the 
time.  Mr  Dixon  handed  over  one  silver  ingot  to  the  clerk  of  works.  The  ingot,  with  other 
pieces  found  by  his  colleagues,  went  to  the  city’s  Royal  Museum.  He  kept  the  rest  of  his  find, 
a  second  silver  ingot,  spoon  and  two  coins,  and  they  only  came  to  light  in  1982  when  he 
unsuccessfully  tried  to  sell  them. 

The  second  hoard  of  concealed  treasure  consisted  of  61  Celtic  gold  coins  which  were 
discovered  in  1982  in  a  field  near  Bath  by  Mr  Garfield  Hebden,  of  Timsbury,  near  Bath,  with 
a  metal  detector.  He,  too,  decided  against  declaring  his  find  and  took  it  to  a  coin  dealer  who 
travelled  to  the  United  States  to  try  to  find  a  purchaser.  But  the  coins  aroused  suspicion  in 
America,  and  on  his  return  the  coin  dealer  took  them  to  the  British  Museum,  where  they  were 
declared  treasure  trove. 

The  Chief  Secretary  to  the  Treasury,  Mr  Peter  Rees,  QC,  has  decided  that  Mr  Dixon,  who 
was  only  16  at  the  time  he  made  the  find,  should  be  awarded  10  per  cent  of  the  collection's 
£8,535  value.  But  the  coins  discovered  by  Mr  Hebden,  which  are  worth  £12.000,  are  to  stay 
in  the  British  Museum  and  he  is  to  receive  nothing.
